HUNTING FOR DREAM HATS 


Look Out for Everyone Else and You 
Will Be Looking Out for Yourself 
—Learn to Control Car That 
is Skidding. 


Every Woman Feels That Some Day 
It Will Be Her Fortune to 
Discover One. 


Regardless of instructions and sue 
gestions regarding safe driving every 
years sees its toll in dead and Injured 
because drivers forget rules or 
through ignorance or just plain inabil¬ 
ity. The rules of the road are simple 
enough to follow, bur some drivers In¬ 
sist upon making their own rules and 
avoiding those made for the safety of 
all the us*rs of the road. One of the 
common caoises of accidents is due to 
neglect to follow the rule relating to 
crossings. All crossings ought to'be 
considered potential danger points. If 
you cannot see or If you do not get a 
horn signal from a ear likely to cross 
your path don't take it for granted 
no car Is there. I.ook out for every 
one else and you will he looking out 
for yourself. 

Skidding Is Dangerous. 

On a wet road skidding is the most 
dangerous tiling likely to happen, hilt 
skidding becomes dangerous only If 
the car is traveling at speed. A slow 
car can easily be stopped; or even if 
it does not stop when the brakes are 
applied, at least the Impact does lit¬ 
tle if any harm. Without tire chains, 
brakes equally adjusted or other as¬ 
surance that the car will slay straight 
on a wet road, don’t take the chance. 
Regardless of safety devices drive 
slowly, apply the brakes Intermittent¬ 
ly, not harshly. If you know the car 
Is a chronic “skldder” reduce the mag¬ 
nitude ns much ns possible by shifting 
Into second. If there Isn’t time to 
shift into second or If you lose your 
head you are at fault. Learn to con¬ 
trol a cut that is skidding. The rule 
Is, steer with the skid, so as to at¬ 
tempt lo straighten out the car. The 
average driver forgets about every¬ 
thing and presses as hard as he can 
on the clutch and brake pedals. Use 
the brakes alone nnd look ahead with 
a view to keeping the car from strik¬ 
ing an object. 

Impaired Vision, 

The writer lias seen any number 
of cars on the road In rainy weather 
and no protection whatever afforded 
the driver against nccidents due to 
I m pul red vision. Rain on the wind¬ 
shield is no excuse. The shield should 
he kept clear. The fact that the side 
curtains are up and you cannot see 
well to the rear or (o either side 
doesn't bring n life back. Slow down 
In the rain and If you cannot see on 
all sides wait until the rain Is over 
or drive with extreme caution. 

In going down steep grades use the 
engine as (.• brake by shifting into 
second or first speed. Shut off the Ig¬ 
nition If you wish to get still better 
results; you can switch It on again 
when you get near the bottom of the 
grade. This saves the brakes and 
makes it easy to control the car on 
the hill. Drive slowly up grades. 
Don't try to make every hill In high 
as fast ns the car can travel. Remem¬ 
ber there are other users of the road. 

At night think of the brightness of 
the head lamps. Do not confuse an 
oncoming driver with bright lights. 
Pass him with dimmers on. Keep ns 
far to the right as you can and drive 
slowly so ns to avoid frightening the 
other driver. Your statement that he 
shouldn’t get frightened because you 
weren't too close to him doesn t re- 
pnlr hones or save lives.

and "rematrlation" Is be¬ 
ing made by the American 
Red Cross, which has cared for the 
children during tlie Inst 15 months, first 
In camps In the Interior of Siberia, 
later at a home tnude for them on 
Russian Island, Vladivostok harbor. 

This journey will write the last 
chapter In a history of wandering and 
adventure in a revolution-torn coun¬ 
try that can hardly he matched in the 
whole record of world upheaval during 
the last six years. It seems almost n 
tale out of the Old Testament, and n 
thousand years from now, it's perhaps 
not too much to say, (lie Russians, 
with their dramatic instinct and mys¬ 
ticism, will have made it a part of 
their rich folk lore. 

When the revolution moved toward 
Its height in (he Great White Empire, 
many fathers and mothers of Retro- 
grad looked at their already underfed 
children, considered future possibili¬ 
ties, gathered them into groups of 20, 
50, 100, with nurses nnd teachers, and 
sent them away to the peaceful, rich 
acres of Siberia “for a few months’ 
nntll the trouble blows over.” 

Time came to return home. But be¬ 
tween the children nnd their parents 
there had risen a barrier of fire; a 
dead line formed of the long battle 
fronts of the opposed bolshevik! and 
Czech armies. Months passed. Win¬ 
ter arrived. Clothing had become 
rags. Funds were exhausted. Hun¬ 
ger nnd spreading war horrors con¬ 
fronted the wanderers. 

Then the Omsk government came 
into being. Instructors and nurses of 
the young people appealed to this 
power for aid, and the Omsk regime 
pnss'ed the appeal along to “the Great¬ 
est Mother in the World,” who opened 
her arms and gathered them to her 
broad bosom.

mention of bows In tn* Statute dook 
occurred In the latter part of ths 
twelfth century. On skill in use of 
the bow the safety of Scotland had 
for so long rested, that In the reign 
of William the Lion an act was passed 
making It compulsory for every man 
between the ages of slxtocn and sixty 
to have weapons of this description.

Problems Involved in Railway Opera¬ 
tion Again Bring Improved High¬ 
ways to Front. 

While it Is admitted that the rail- ! 
ways must necessarily form the aa- i
